A new year and new beginnings 
As we ring in the New Year and bid goodbye to 2020, ISTAR 
looks to 2021 with hope and renewed energy. 
2020 has_been a year of challenge for us all. The coronavirus 
pandemic created many hardships, but it also created 
opportunities for ISTAR to expand our services in order to help 
more people who stutter. 
We pivoted to the use of virtual care in late March 2020 and we 
continue to provide effective therapy in that format. The ability 
to use virtual care for treatment has been quite remarkable! In 
May and June we conducted a refresher clinic and student 
trainee intensive clinic completely remotely. We were thrilled 
with the results and are currently working on a research study to 
review the efficacy of this treatment format. Our intensive 
clinics will continue remotely for the time being, with the next 
clinic coming up in January. 
Despite the challenges of budget cuts to the University of 
Alberta, we remain committed to our work. As a result of the 
cuts, ISTAR had to bid farewell to our Edmonton College Plaza 
office and relocate to Corbett Hall on the U of A campus at the 
end of December. We were sad to leave our lovely offices but 
are excited to be closer to our colleagues in the Faculty of 
Rehabilitation Medicine. Our donors, volunteers, clients and 
friends are invited to come visit us there when it is again safe to 
see people in person. Regardless of where we are located, we 
will continue to offer life changing therapy to people who 
stutter. 
The continued generosity and encouragement of Elks and Royal 
Purple members over the past year is truly appreciated. Your 
dedication to your charitable work is unwavering, even in these 
difficult times. In recognition of your support for ISTAR, we 
would like to dedicate the January 2021 intensive clinic to all
